Corruption In Politics. 


Criminal court proceedings have chiefly 
ccupied the attention of the residents of 
he county seat this week. The November 
inn began on Monday, and was compata- 
vely short, owing to the small number 
f cases for trial, about fifteen in all. The 
ourt a second time took up the charges 
rowing out of the recent newspaper con- 
roversy between the Gazette and the 
oylestown Intelligencer concerning the 
se of money in polities in this county, 
nd addressed the Grand Jury upon the 
ubject. The Court stated that the Grand 
ury might investigate the allegations 


made to the effect that certain politicians 


XK>d ready to place a corruption fund in 
ie county, or, if the Grand Jury regard- 
d the matter as one unworthy tobedigni- 
ed to that extent, they could ignore it. 
udge Yerkes stated that there has been 
lown moral cowardice by some of the 
apers when they excused the use of money 


politics upon the ground that it was 


ustomary to furnish transportation and 
inners to friends or delegates of the cand- 
ates, and that the Grand Jury might call 
pon those who had made the charges re- 
erred to to prove their truth or falsity. 
he court's address was quite lengthy, 
nd at one point seemed to bear out the 
negations of the press, as Judge 1'etkes 
rated that there is a class of boodlers 
eady to prosecute the voter, but he be- 
eved after nanny years observation that 
ie voters of this county could not be cor- 
upted to any extent, but if the Grand 
ury had any knowledge that such was 
e case they .could indict those guilty of 


he offence. 


The Grand Jury, upon filing their report 
n Tuesday, made no reference whatever 


the above matter, merely thanking the 


ourt for its "able and instructive charge." 
'he Graqd Jury also recommended certain 
ipairs to the jail and approved a county 
ridge in Solebury towship. They said 
othing about political bribery or corrup- 
on or charges concerning the same. 


Court Proceedings,

Klaw & Erlanger's "Ben Hur" ontored 


upon its last two weeks at the Chestnut 
Street Opera House on Monday e\omng, 
November 19. Its record of receipts BO 
far have eclipsed anything in the line of 
dramatical entertainmentb with which (ho 
city of Philadelphia is familiar, and its 
advance sale for the remaining perfor- 
mances is larger than at any lime during 
the course of its run. There are so many 
scenes of absorbing interest in this grout 
play that it is most difficult to select those 
that are by universal consent called tlu 
most prominent. Some plays are called 
stage carpenter's plays, because the work 
of the mechanical departments prevail in 
their effectiveness.

Increase in both the ratio and the total 
number of Representatives in Congress 
under the new apportionment under the 
twelfth census. Starting with a ratio of 
one to every 80,000 inhabitants, there 
were <>5 Representatives in the first Con. 
grass. The eleventh census, in 1890, gave 
a population of 62,622,260, or an increase 
of 12, r>00,000. The ratio was 178,901 peo- 
ple to'each Representative, and the House 
numbered 366 members. 


The ratio under the new census prob- 


ably v 111 reach 200,000. With an increase 
of 18,226,464 shown by the present census, 
and lotting majority fractions of the ap- 
portionment connt for an additional num- 
ber, nx has been the custom, this would 
makejm Increase of eighteen members in 
the next house. 


Re-apportionment on this basis would 


cause unly four States to lose Representa- 
tives. They are Maine and Virginia in 
the Enit and Kansas and Nebraska in the 
West. These States would lose one mem- 
ber enuh. Any ratio smaller than 800,000, 
which.would save them their full represent- 
ation, would cause a considerable addition 
to the membership uf the Bouse.

member of either house of the Legislature, 
and if a majority in each house vote for it, 
t then becomes the duty of the secretary 
of the Commonwealth to advertise the text 
of the article m two newspapers of each 
county in the State—provided there are 
two—at least three months before the next 
general election. This is done that the 
voters may understand what changes it is 
proposed to make, and as the next Legis- 
lature must puss upon the matter, the vo- 
ters may mak« it an issue in choosing new 
members of the House and Senate, if they 
see fit. If a majority of the members of 
both houses ol the following legislature ap- 
prove the pro)>osed amendment, it must 
then be submitted to the vote of the peo- 
ple. In ordei that all may understand It, 
It Is again published three months before 
the general de-election, and if a majority 
of the voters improve it at tbe polls, it 
then boeomes a part of the Constitution. 
The first proposed change to the Constitu- 
tion is oalculu ted to make way for some 
legislation thnt will restrict illegal vot- 
ing. The registry laws have been shame- 
lully ignored in some of our cities—not- 
ably in Philadelphia—and the most cor- 
rupt practices in elections are possible un- 
der the present laws. The intent is to 
throw further restrictions around the fran- 
chise in order to put a stop to this illegal 
voting. The second amendment pertains 
to the ballot. The Constitution now pro- 
vides that all voting shall be done by bal- 
lot. Tho proposed change, if adopted, 
will permit tbe use of voting machines, or 
other mettiodn, provided secrecy is main- 
tained. 


A special eommitteee of twelve, ap- 


pointed by th« Protestant Episcopal Oon- 
ention of 18!>8 to consider the question 
of divorce, mut in protracted sension last 
week in New York and after the meeting 
made public t hree canons, dealing with 
the subject of matrimony and divorce, 
which it had adopted. Tbe committee 
Is to report to the annual convention of 
the Church, to be held at San Francisco in 
October. Section four of the third canon 
declares no minister shall solemnize mar- 
riage between any two persons unless or 
until, by inquiry he shall have satisfied 
himself that neither person has been or is 
the husband or the wife of any person liv- 
ing, unless the former marriage was an- 
nulled by decree of some court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction for cause existing before 
suoh former marriage.

,eyes when new ones take their places. 


But let me speak of our schools and the 


changes that huve taken place there. They 
have had a full share in the process of 
changing conditions and the evolution 
towards better things. They take no back- 
ward steps. Our boys and giils have facili- 
ties that were not known to their parents 
when they were young, Peihaps they had 
more drawbacks than real advantages and 
less reason than theii children to look with 
appreciation on school days, which may 
not have been to them either very pleas- 
ant or wholly profitable. Perhaps they 
were not wise in their youth, and did not 
look rightly on their blessings till they had 
taken then flight. When we dwell upon 
the past do we not Bee wherein we would 
have been or might huve been wisei? 


We now have better school houses' than 


foimerlv, bettei furniture, better black- 
bouids, hotter books and maps, better 
methods of boating and ventilating, and 
if I could say so without reflecting on the 
dear old tutors and their troublesome 
scholars, I would add better teachers and 
better pupils. 
The work of instruction 


IB more rational and more efficient than 
in days gone by, and if the teachers are 
not wiser than their predecessors, more 
skillful, better trained, and more profi- 
cient in the high art of imparting instruc- 
tion, with all the advantages of impioved 
methods and the benefit of the Institutes 
with then affluence of ediflcution, u must 
be their own fault. 


Of no light value, of great value indeed, 


to our own schools is our own superintend- 
ent. 
Under her watchful eye and the ex- 


eicise of her nimble brain there is no sign 
of retrogression. The work of the schools 
goes 
on intelligently through careful 


supervision. Where there is room for im- 
provement, and this fo always possible in 
the best regulated schools, improvement is 
the aim. 


In looking into the faces of the boys and 


girls industriously at their wbrk, one is im- 
pressed by their earnest and happy looks 
while their tidy appearance, their orderh, 
ways, and their manner of doing things 
invite a tribute of praise. How well they 
do their work; how Intelligently most of 
them read, especially the girls; how good 
and neat and clear ifj a great deal of their 
handwriting, especially m the higher 
grades; and how nicely many of them 
draw. Drawing is one among the mote 
recent features added to the blanches 
taught in our schools, and it continues to 
claim increased favor among practical edu. 


It is pleasant to soy pleasant things 


about the pupils in our schools. 
Praise 


does not hurt them. To their young minds 
t implies that somebody has an apprecia- 
tion of their work. It increases their inter- 
est in what they do, and it stimulates their 
ambition to do better and to merit higher 
commendation. An ancient philosopher 
said, the sweetest of all sounds is praise.'' 
Our pupils welcome the sensible practice 
of those teachers who wisely vary their 
school exercises; who aim to make study 
attractive; who invent ways of giving life 
and zest to the pupils; and who give proof 
that they have no love for a dull school 
This is a thing that no one can admire' 
It does not belong among the objects that 
win approval or move the lips of praise. 


Our teachers have an eye to the better- 


ment of character as well as the growth of 
mind, and under their good guidance and 
wholesome discipline the pupils, as they 
advance from grade to grade, are being 
well fitted for the work of life. 
Let us 


hope that all of them will show that they 
have made the most of their opportuni- 
ties, and that they will be able to make 
a good report of themselves in the years 
that lie before them. Pity it is that so 
many parents, too closely wedded to selfish 
motives, unwisely take their boys and 
even their girls from school just at a time 
when the school is most important 
to 


them, when the more alluring and promi- 
nent studies welcome their budding ambi- 
tion. This ought not to be. Better coun- 
sels shpulld prevail. The child's future 
W6i T ?j0uulc' be tnken into amount, 
and should have its proper influence in 
the work qf directing that child's present 
footsteps. The opportunities of today if 
wisely improved, will be prophetic ot 
greater opportunities in the years that are 
to come. It is better to plant so as to be, 
able to gather the ripe fruits of advantage 
than to omit to plant in season only to 
leap regrets.

New Oame Laws. 


Hereafter at hotels and restaurants all 


over Pennsylvania no matter whether in 
country, city, town or \illnge or hamlet, 
the guests will no longer be given quail, 
wild turkey, venison, woodcock or pheas- 
ant to eat, and ff it is on the menu the 
proprietor of the hotel or restaurant is li- 
able to a fine of from $25 to $100. 
It is 


the law that the game mentioned cannot 
be killed for sale, and even if given to a 
hotel man or restaurant proprietor, if he 
serve them as a part of the meal for which 
he takes money, he is liable to arrest and 
punishment. This seems like a very hard 
law, but the State game commission says 
its enforcement is necessary in order to 
preserve the game in this State and that 
when once more game becomes plentiful, 
when men no longer shoot to sell it, there 
will be immediate repeal. The proposition 
is a hard one for the hotel man and others 
who serve game, but there is no way of 
getting away from it.

In color it is a sof 
rich pink, with bell-shaped buds, cios 
folded petals, delicious in odor, and dark 
glossy leaves. 
The blossom, when full 


open, measures six inches in diameter. 


Rose growers all over the countiy hav 


for years been endeavoring to produce i 
pink American Beauty, which would nva 
the famous red American Beauty. Th 
Floral Exchange became interested in th( 
subject, and the various nurseries con 
neoted with that institution .vied with 
each other in producing the rose. In al 
oases the American Beauty was used as 
the paient. 


Four years ago in the Edgely Nurseries 


in Bristol township, a pink blossom ap- 
peared on on American Beauty plant 
when all other buds were red. 
This freak 


of nature was watched and carefully tend- 
ed until the final evolution. Its exhibi- 
tion at the Chestnut Hill show was one of 
the features of the display. 


It will be at least a year before the new 


rose will be in the hands of the florists. 
When that time arrives the price of the 
blossoms will in all probability be so high 
that they will be beyond the reach of all 
but the well-to-do.
